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Founding  of  the  College 

PIEDMONT  COLLEGE  was  founded  by  Dr.  C.  C.    Spenee,    for    many    years    a    widely-known    Georgia 
educator.    It  was  chartered  September  10,  1897.     A  few  years  later,  the  control  of  the  College  passed  to 
an   independent,   self-perpetuating,   non-sectarian    body  of  trustees,  under  whose  direction  it  is  now  ad- 
ministered. 

Purpose  and  Policy 

Piedmont  College  was  organized  on  a  co-educational  basis,  and  its  phenomenal  success  during  the  past 
twenty  years  has  fully  established  the  wdsdom  of  this  educational  policy.  A  large  number  of  electives  in 
the  courses  of  study  enable  the  College  to  meet  the  demands  of  both  men  and  women,  without,  in  any  sense, 
lowering  the  standards  of  scholarship  for  either. 

The  purpose  of  the  institution  is  to  bring  a  college  education,  equal  to  the  best,  within  the  reach  of  any 
capable  young  man  or  woman.  While  expenses  are  almost  incredibly  low,  the  courses  of  study  and  the  class- 
room instruction  are  of  an  exceptionally  high  type,  and  are  such  as  especially  appeal  to  the  student  who 
desires  a  thorough,  four-year  college  course. 

The  College  atmosphere  is  an  atmosphere  of  Christian  scholai'ship  and  Christian  culture.  The  College 
policy,  while  genuinely  Christian,  is  absolutely  non-sectarian.  Being  founded,  therefore,  for  such  purposes 
and  with  such  ideals,  the  College  authorities  welcome  all  students  that  are  earnest  and  law-abiding. 
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Distinctive  Advantages 

The  distinctive  advantages  of  Piedmont  College  may  be  summed  up  as  follows: 

(1)  An  unsurpassed  location  in  regard  to  accessibility,  health,  and  scenic  beauty.  It  is  in  Demorest, 
Georgia,  on  the  Tallulah  Falls  l>ranch  of  the  Southern  Railway.  It  is  in  Habersham  County,  the  most  health- 
ful county  east  of  Colorado.  It  has  an  altitude  of  1500  feet,  and  is  in  the  foothills  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  Moun- 
tains, hills  and  streams  combine  to  give  scenes  of  beauty  rarely  siirpassed. 

(2)  Surroundings  which  are  conducive  to  ideal  college  life.  Demorest  is  a  cultured  and  delightful  little 
city  of  1000  inhabitants,  and  has  electric  lights  and  a  system  of  waterworks.  It  is,  therefoi'e,  an  ideal  place  for 
an  institution  of  learning.  The  students  are  removed  from  the  extravagance,  distractions,  and  temptations  of 
a  large  city ;  neither  are  they  burdened  by  the  inconveniences  of  a  rural  community. 

(3)  Conditions  favoring  financial  economy  without  detriment  to  social  standing.  Worth  counts  for  more 
than  wealth  at  Piedmont  College. 

(4)  Classes  small  enough  to  permit  of  the  instructor's  personal  attention  and  encouragement  being  given 
to  each  student,  thus  making  possible  his  more  certain  advancement  and  a  higher  average  scholarship  through- 
out the  entire  institution. 

(5)  Close  personal  contact  with  instructoi'S  of  Christian  character.  The  instructors  are  the  student's  per- 
sonal friends  and  best  guides. 

(6)  An  ideal  home  life.  Every  effort  is  made  to  retain  the  desirable  features  of  home  life,  and  to  surround 
the  student  with  most  helpful  influences. 
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The  College  Faculty 

The  College  faculty  has  been  gathered  from  the 
best  colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States, 
and  it  represents  such  institutions  as  Williams,  Ober- 
lin,  Smith,  University  of  Tennessee,  University  of 
Kansas,  the  University  of  Chicago,  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, Syracuse  University  and  Harvard.  The  head  of 
each  department  is  a  thoroughly  trained  scholar  and 
an  experienced  instructor.  In  selecting  this  faculty, 
scholarship,  teaching  ability,  and  Christian  manhood 
and  womanhood  have  been  the  three  determining 
factors. 
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Courses  of  Study 

For  unconditioned  entrance  into  the  College,  fifteen  standard  high  school  units  are  required.  Students 
may  enter  on  twelve  units,  conditioned  on  the  other  three,  with  the  opportunity  to  remove  these  conditions  and 
at  the  same  time  pursue  regular  college  courses. 

The  courses  of  study  are  those  of  a  senior  college,  and  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Thorough 
instruction  is  offered  in  English,  Latin,  Greek,  Gennan,  French,  Spanish,  Philosophy,  History  and  Economics, 
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Biblical  Literature,  Mathematics,  Science,  Physical  Training,  Home  Economics  and  Music.  The  Group  System 
of  choosing  elective  studies  permits  a  student  to  specialize  in  those  branches  in  which  he  is  especially  interested, 
yet  in  every  case,  it  necessitates  a  symmetrical  mental  development.  The  courses  offered  by  Piedmont  College 
are  the  equivalent  of  those  given  by  any  college  of  first  rank,  regardless  of  the  charges  that  may  be  made 
for  board  and  tuition.  The  College,  being  founded  solely  for  educational  purposes  and  having  a  large  annual 
income  from  outside  sources,  spares  itself  no  expense  in  the  constant  endeavor  to  improve,  whenever  and 
wherever  possible,  the  scope  of  its  courses  and  the  quality  of  its  class-room  instruction. 

For  graduation  and  the  degree,  four  years  of  standard  college  work,  sixty-two  year  hours,  in  addition  to  the 
fifteen  entrance  units  must  be  offered. 

Piedmont  Graduates  Licensed  to  Teach 

Two  years  ago.  Piedmont  College  introduced  special  courses  in  the  Department  of  Education  in  order  to 
meet  the  technical  recjuirements  of  the  System  of  Certification  for  Georgia  Teachers.  The  College  hoped,  thereby, 
to  secure  for  its  graduates  a  state  teachers'  license  without  examination,  other  than  that  regularly  held  at  the 
College  at  the  close  of  each  year.  It  can  now  be  announced  that  the  State  Superintendent,  Mr.  M.  L.  Brittain, 
personally  inspected  the  college  work,  and  declared  the  students  of  the  Department  of  Education  to  be  "un-: 
usually  well  prepared."  Those  members  of  the  Class  of  1917,  who  qualified,  have  already  received  Professional 
Certificates,  valid  for  three  years  in  any  elementary  or  high  school  in  the  state.  The  renewal  privileges  extend 
the  life  of  this  license  to  thirty  years.  This  announcement  is  of  special  interest  to  those  who  expect  to  teach 
after  college  graduation.  To  others,  it  will  be  of  general  interest,  indicating  as  it  does  the  (i\iality  of  instruc- 
tion offered  at  Piedmont  College. 
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Other  Recognition 

The  Tennessee  and  Arkansas  departments  of  Education  have  also  recognized  the  work  of  Piedmont  Col- 
lege by  conferring  licenses,  without  examination,  upon  its  gradiiates.  The  Harvard  Law  School  has  approved 
the  A.B.  degree  from  Piedmont.  The  University  of  Pennsylvania  accepted  the  Piedmont  degree,  and  awarded 
the  master's  degree  to  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1907,  upon  the  completion  of  the  usual  post-graduate  require- 
ment of  one  year. 

Piedmont  College  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Association  of  Georgia  Colleges.  It  is  also  a  member  of  tlie 
Association  of  American  Coleges. 

Department  of  Home  Economics 

The  courses  of  this  department  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  wisli  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools,  as  well  as  of  those  who  wish  a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject.  The  work  includes  courses  in  House- 
hold Management,  Household  Chemistry,  Domestic  Science,  Domestic  Art,  and  the  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Teaching  Domestic  Science  and  Art.  As  an  integral  part  of  these  courses,  instruction  is  also  offered  in  Textiles, 
Millinery  and  Basketry.  The  department  laboratories  are  well  lighted  and  excellently  equipped,  and  the  im- 
portance of  laboratory  work  is  constantly  emphasized.  The  actual  preparation  and  serving  of  meals  and  ban- 
([uets  constitute  a  part  of  the  regular  work. 

Every  effort  is  put  forth  to  make  the  instruction  in  this  department  thorough  and  practical,  and  a  large 
amount  of  practice  teaching  is  required.  In  order  to  insure  a  general  culture,  however,  for  those  doing  special 
work  in  Home  Economics,  allied  courses  in  other  departments  must  be  pursued  by  all  who  receive  the  Certifi- 
cate. 
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Work  in  the  Department  of  Home  Economics  may  be  counted  toward  the  degree,  or  it  may  be  taken  as  a 
special  two-year  course,  in  whicli  case  the  Certificate  will  be  awarded. 

Department  of  Music 

The  Department  of  IVIusic  is  in  charge  of  thoroughly  trained  instructors  wlao  have  had  years  of  successful 
teaching  experience.  Tlie  director  of  the  department,  Miss  S.  P.  Spencer,  is  from  the  New  England  Conserva- 
tory and  has  studied  extensively  under  Whitney,  Hayes,  Ilaslam  of  New  York  and  Paris,  Southwiek,  Dennee, 
Marble,  Prescott  and  others.  Miss  Spencer  also  brings  to  Piedmont  the  fruits  of  years  of  Church  and  Concert 
work. 

Instruction  is  offered  in  Piano  and  Voice,  Ear-training,  Sight-reading,  Theory,  Harmony,  and  Musical  His- 
tory. Student  recitals  and  concerts  are  regularly  given  in  order  to  develop  poise  in  public  appearance.  The 
student  who  elects  to  study  Music  has  the  option  of  the  regular  course  leading  to  a  degree,  or  of  special  work 
in  Music  leading  to  a  Certificate. 

The  work  of  the  department  is  supplemented  by  the  Glee  Club  of  over  forty  voices.  Dui-ing  the  past  year 
the  Club  has  delighted  its  audiences  with  sacred  and  secular  concert  programs.  From  time  to  time  concerts 
are  given  in  the  adjoining  towns.     The  IJand  and  the  Orchestra  also  contribute  to  the  College  life. 

The  Piedmont  Academy 

Since  iiumy  of  the  high  schools  of  tiie  South,  particularly  of  the  rural  sections,  do  not  offer  sufficient  units 
to  admit  to  college,  it  is  thought  best  to  maintain  a  preparatory  department,  the  Piedmont  Academy.  Piedmont 
College  and  Piedmont  Academy  have,  however,  separate  faculties,  and  distinct  systems  of  recitations.  Neither 
do  the  College  and  Academy  students  reside  in  the  same  dormitories. 
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The  Piedmont  Academy  is  a  standard  fifteen  unit  high  school  and  courses  of  study  are  available  which  will 
permit  a  student  to  enter  Piedmont  College  or  any  other  college  or  technical  school  in  the  South  without  exami- 
nation. Special  classes  in  Sewing  and  Cooking  for  the  Academy  girls  are  organized.  The  courses  of  the  De- 
partment of  Music  are  open  to  all  students.  While  the  Academy  offers  unusual  advantages,  students  are  en- 
couraged to  complete  the  work  of  their  local  schools,  so  far  as  may  be  advisable,  before  applying  for  admission. 

Commercial  Courses 

The  purpose  of  the  Commercial  Department  is  to  offer  thorough  instruction  in  the  fundamental  principles 
of  business  transactions,  and  to  develop  intelligent  and  efficient  stenographers,  bookkeepers  and  office  helpers. 
This  special  work  demands  a  preliminary  training  equivalent  to  that  represented  by  the  average  high  school 
education.  These  standards  enable  the  Department  to  do  a  grade  of  work  which  is  distinctly  superior  to  that 
offered  by  the  regular  "business  college." 

The  commercial  work  is  offered  in  three  courses.  The  Stenographic  Course  and  the  Bookkeeping  Course 
are  each  a  one-year  course  and  include  the  following  supplementary  subjects:  Touch  Typewriting,  Penmanship 
and  Spelling,  Business  English,  Correspondence  and  Forms,  Business  Arithmetic  and  Rapid  Figuring,  Commer- 
cial Law  and  Filing,  and  Commercial  Geography.  The  General  Business  Course  includes  both  Stenography  and 
l^ookkeeping,  together  with  the  above  mentioned  supplementary  subjects.  It  also  includes  courses  in  Corpora- 
tion Accounting  and  in  Business  Efficiency.     Two  years  are  required  to  complete  the  General  Business  Course. 

The  typewriting  room  is  equipped  with  Underwood  machines.  A  small  adding  machine  has  also  been  pur- 
chased, and  students  are  instructed  in  its  use. 
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TEACHERS'  Short  Courses 

APRIL  3-MAY  26 

This  special  eiglit-weelis  course  is  designed  for  those  who  wish  to  teach  iii  the  rural  schools;  for  those  who 
wish  to  raise  the  grade  of  their  licenses ;  for  those  now  serving  as  assistant  teachers,  but  who  with  a  more  definite 
understanding  of  school  problems  could  obtain  principalships.  It  is  offered  to  meet  the  demand  of  many  high 
school  graduates  for  a  more  practical  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  public  school  subjects  and  of  modern  meth- 
ods in  teaching.  The  basis  of  the  class  work  will  be  the  state-adopted  books,  but  much  emphasis  is  phiced  upon 
original  and  supplementary  exercises.     The  work  begins  the  first  "Wednesday  in  April. 

The  Library 

The  Library,  which  has  been  pronounced  "one  of  the  best  working  college  libraries  in  the  state,"  contains 
nearly  nine  thousand  volumes,  all  of  which  have  been  most  carefully  selected,  and  arranged  and  catalogued  after 
approved  methods.  Practically  every  volume  is  of  definite  value  to  the  average  college  student.  The  reading 
table  is  supplied  with  newspapers  and  about  fifty  of  the  best  weekly  and  monthly  periodicals.  A  short  course 
in  the  use  of  books  is  recjuired  of  all  Freshmen.  This  is  intended  to  acciuaint  them  with  the  system  and  arrange- 
ment of  the  library  and  with  the  most  important  reference  books.  During  tlie  entire  college  course,  students 
can  thus  accomplish  their  research  work  with  greater  ease  and  pleasure. 

The  Library  is  open  daily  during  the  school  hours  for  reading,  study,  and  reference  or  debate  work.  It 
is  also  open  three  evenings  each  week.  Two  librarians  give  their  entire  time  to  the  work  of  making  the  library 
of  service  to  the  student  body.  To  meet  the  growing  demands  of  the  various  departments,  the  Trustees  annually 
appropriate  ^1000  for  the  purchase  of  new  books. 
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Science  Laboratories 

Laboratory  work  is  now  recognized  as  being  absolutely  essential  in  the  teaching  of  Science.  In  all  science 
work  at  Piedmont  College,  therefore,  the  experimental  side  is  emphasized.  There  is  a  constant  endeavor  to  pro- 
vide individual  laboratory  work  and  to  foster  individual  responsibility. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  _^__ 
is  equipped  with  modern  ap- 
paratus adapted  to  the 
courses  undertaken.  About 
$2000  worth  of  new  equip- 
ment will  be  installed  dur- 
ing the  summer. 

In  the  Department  of 
Chemistry  there  are  labora- 
tories for  general  chemistry 
and  for  both  qualitative 
and  quantitative  analysis. 
They  are  well  lighted  and 
heated,  and  supplied  with 
modern  desks.  Individual 
lockers  are  provided. 

The  courses  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Biology  are  design- 
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ed  for  those  who  wish  to  teach  or  to  study  medicine,  agriculture  or  forestry,  as  well  as  for  those  who  desire  to 
pursue  the  work  for  cultural  purposes.  For  the  first  two  courses,  specimens,  microscopes,  dissecting  micro- 
scopes, microscopic  slides,  dissecting  pans,  demonstration  specimens,  and  charts  are  furnished.  For  the  more 
advanced  courses,  the  equipment  is  in  the  process  of  jDerfection,  while  the  present  laboratories  contain  incuba- 
tors, paraffin  imbedding  baths,  a  microtome,  models,  and  a  large  variety  of  vessels,  chemicals  and  stains  for 
specimen  preparation.    Additional  equipment  is  being  installed  during  the  summer. 

The  College  Buildings 

The  College  buildings,  while  modest,  are  splendidly  adapted  to  college  uses.  They  are  well  ventilated  and 
lighfed,  and  are  equipped  with  steam  heat,  electric  lights  and  running  water.  Hot  and  cold  water,  baths  and 
toilets  are  found  in  every  dormitory.  The  Auditorium,  seating  a  thousand  persons,  contains  the  concrete 
moving  picture  and  stereopticon  booth. 

C.  C.  SPENCE  MEMORIAL  BUILDING 

A  three-story  concrete  college  recitation  building,  known  as  the  C.  C.  Spence  Memoi-ial  building,  is  soon 
to  be  constructed.  This  building  will  be  fitted  with  all  modern  conveniences  and  will  contain  fourteen  large 
recitation  rooms.     It  will  also  accommodate  the  chemical,  physical  and  biological  laboratories. 

Student  Life  and  Activities 

The  Piedmont  student  body  is  composed  of  a  select  group  of  young  men  and  j'oung  women  from  eleven  dif- 
ferent states:  Connecticut,  Maryland,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Greorgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Tennessee, 
Kentucky,  Texas  and  California.  The  superior  quality  of  the  student  body  and  its  earnest  and  wholesome 
appearance  have  called  forth  frequent  and  appreciative  comment  from  visitors  to  the  institution. 
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The  Piedmont  social  life  is  of  a  sane,  democratic  and  inspiring  character.  The  observance  of  the  conven- 
tions of  polite  society  is  rigidly  insisted  upon.  The  Class  banquets,  the  various  State  Clubs,  the  four  literary 
societies,  the  Glee  Club,  the  Protropian  Band,  and  the  College  Orchestra  greatly  enrich  college  life.  The  stu- 
dent y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  exert  a  strong  influence  upon  the  social  and  religious  activities. 

OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  LITERARY  CULTURE 

The  college  community  is  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  outside  world  of  thought,  music  and  art.  Addresses 
are  frequently  given  by  men  and  women  of  state  and  national  fame  on  educational,  political  and  social  sub- 
jects. The  College  Lyceum  consists  of  a  course  of  lectures  and  musical  entertainments  of  an  exceptionally  high 
order.  Piedmont  students  thus  have  opportunities  for  literary  and  musical  culture  which  are  not  surpassed  in 
any  college. 

ATHLETICS  AND  GYMNASTICS 

Piedmont  College  believes  that  athletics,  under  control,  form  an  essential  part  of  modern  education.  Pro- 
vision is  made,  therefore,  for  tennis,  football,  baseball  and  basketball.  The  basketball  court  is  the  largest  in 
North  Georgia,  and  its  high  ceiling  permits  the  development  of  excellent  passing  and  the  raaking  of  long  goals. 
The  Piedmont  Quintette  lost  only  one  game  during  the  1916-17  season.  Cross-country  running  squads  are 
organized  under  student  direction.     Lake  Demorest  affords  unusual  opportunity  for  rowing  and  swimming. 

Gymnastic  exercise  is  regularly  required  of  every  young  lady,  unless  she  is  excused  by  the  instructor.  Bas- 
ketball and  tennis  are  provided  for  the  young  ladies  on  the  grounds  of  the  Girls'  Hall.  Conservation  of  the 
health  of  the  students  receives  constant  attention. 
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Expenses 

Piedmont  College  is  distinctly  an  educational  institution.  The  spirit  of  commercialism  in  no  sense  enters 
into  its  administrative  policy.  It  seeks  to  bring  a  college  education  within  the  reach  of  any  capable  young  man 
or  young  woman,  but  the  extent  of  its  courses  of  study,  and  the  quality  of  its  class-room  instruction  appeal  to 
many  who  could  aiford  to  attend  even  the  miost  expensive  institutions,  who  feel,  however,  that  to  do  so  would 
be  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  money.  The  exceptionally  low  prices  are  due  to  the  fact  that  Piedmont  uses 
annually  an  income  equal  to  the  income  from  a  million  dollars,  besides  the  tuition  paid  by  the  students.  The  Col- 
lege farm,  a  cannery,  and  a  dairy  enable  the  College  to  give  good,  abundant,  wholesome  board  at  minimum  cost. 

Tuition,  including  entrance  fee,  in  the  College  is  $38.00  for  the  college  year.  In  the  Senior  Academy  it  is 
$29.00 ;  in  the  Junior  Academy  it  is  $24.50.  Board  in  the  College  Commons,  including  room-rent,  steam-heat, 
and  electric  light,  is  $103.50  for  the  entire  nine  months. 

The  maximum  necessary  expense,  therefore,  is  $141.50  in  the  College.  It  is  $132.50  in  the  Senior  Academy, 
or  $128.00  in  the  Junior  Academy.  For  young  ladies  who  wish  to  render  an  hour  a  day  of  domestic  service,  the 
maximum  necessary  expense  for  the  year  is  $128.00  in  the  College,  or  $119.00  in  the  Acaxiemy.  One-sixth  of  the 
total  charge  must  be  paid  in  advance  every  six  weeks 

A  special  college  dining  room  is  maintained  in  the  Piedmont  Inn  and  is  under  college  rules  and  supervision. 
While  the  College  Commons  furnishes  an  abundance  of  well-cooked  and  well-served  food  under  careful  college 
regulations,  any  preferring  to  do  so  may  take  their  meals  in  this  special  dining  room  at  the  Inn  where  table 
board  is  $5.00  per  week.

It  is  in  Demorest,  Geor- 
gia, on  the  Tallulah  Falls  Branch  of  the  Southern  Railway.  It  is  in  Habersham  County,  the  most  healthful 
county  east  of  Colorado.  It  has  an  altitude  of  1,500  feet,  and  is  in  the  foothills  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  Mountains, 
hills  and  streams  combine  to  give  scenes  of  beauty  rarely  surpassed. 

(2)  Surroundings  which  are  conducive  to  ideal  college  life.  Demorest  is  a  cultured  and  delightful  little 
city  of  1,000  inhabitants,  and  has  electric  lights  and  a  system  of  waterworks.  It  is,  therefore,  an  ideal  place  for 
an  institution  of  learning.  The  students  are  removed  from  the  extravagance,  distractions  and  temptations  of 
a  large  city ;  neither  are  they  burdened  by  the  inconveniences  of  a  rural  community. 

(3)  Conditions  favoring  financial  economy  without  detriment  to  social  standing.  Worth  counts  for  more 
than  wealth  at  Piedmont  College. 

(4)  Classes  small  enough  to  permit  of  the  instructor's  personal  attention  and  encouragement  being  given 
to  each  student,  thus  making  possible  his  more  certain  advancement  and  a  higher  average  scholarship  through- 
out the  entire  institution. 

(5)  Close  personal  contact  with  instructors  of  Christian  character.  The  instructors  are  the  students'  per- 
sonal friends  and  best  guides. 

(6)  An  ideal  home  life.  Every  effort  is  made  to  retain  the  desirable  features  of  home  life,  and  to  sur- 
round the  student  with  most  helpful  influences. 

THE  COLLEGE  FACULTY 

The  College  faculty  has  been  gathered  from  the  best  colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States,  and  it 
represents  such  institutions  as  Williams,  Oberlin,  Smith,  University  of  Tennessee,  University  of  Kansas,  the 
University  of  Chicago,  Cornell  University,  Syracuse  University,  and  Harvard.     The  head  of  each  department 
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is  a  thoroughly  trained  scholar  and  an  experienced  instructor.     In  selecting  this  faculty,  scholarship,  teaching 
ability,  and  Christian  manhood  and  womanhood  have  been  the  three  determining  factors. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

For  iinconditioned  entrance  into  the  College,  fifteen  standard  high  school  units  are  required.  Students 
may  enter  on  twelve  units,  conditioned  on  the  other  three,  with  the  opportunity  to  remove  these  conditions 
and  at  the  same  time  pursue  regular  college  courses. 

The  courses  of  study  are  those  of  a  senior  college  and  lead  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor 
of  Science.  Thorough  instruction  is  offered  in  English,  Latin,  Greek,  German,  French,  Spanish,  Philosophy, 
History  and  Economics,  Biblical  Literature,  Mathematics,  Science,  Physical  Training,  Home  Economics,  Music 
and  Expression.  The  Group  System  of  choosing  elective  studies  permits  a  student  to  specialize  in  those 
branches  in  which  he  is  especially  interested,  yet  in  every  case,  it  necessitates  a  symmetrical  mental  develop- 
ment. The  courses  offered  by  Piedmont  College  are  the  equivalent  of  those  given  by  any  college  of  first  rank, 
regardless  of  the  charges  that  may  be  made  for  board  and  tuition.  The  College,  being  founded  solely  for  edu- 
cational purposes  and  having  a  large  annual  income  from  outside  sources,  spares  itself  no  expense  in  the  con- 
stant endeavor  to  improve,  whenever  and  wherever  possible,  the  scope  of  its  courses  and  the  quality  of  its  class- 
room instruction. 

For  graduation  and  the  degree,  four  years  of  standard  college  work,  sixty-two  hours,  in  addition  to  the  fif- 
teen entrance  units  must  be  offered. 

The  Georgia  Department  of  Education  has  passed  upon  the  courses  in  Education  offered  by  Piedmont  Col- 
lege and  it  confers,  without  examination,  upon  the  College  graduates  a  Professional  Certificate,  valid  for  three 
years  in  any  elementary  or  high  school  in  the  State.  The  Tennessee  and  Arkansas  Departments  of  Education 
have  also  recognized  the  work  of  Piedmont  College  by  conferring  licenses,  without  examination,  upon  its  grad- 
uates.   The  Harvard  Law  School  has  approved  the  A.B.   degree   from  Piedmont.     The  University  of  Pennsyl- 
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vania   accepted   the  Piediiiout   degree,   aiul  awarded  the  lua.ster's  degree  to  a  meniber  of  the  Class  of  1!)07,  upon 
the  completion  of  tlie  usual  post-graduate  requirement  of  one  year. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  COURSES 

The  United  States  Food  Administration  in  a  circular  addressed  to  the  women  of  the  various  colleges  says, 
"All  our  (luestions  now  center  in  food;  its  production,  its  distribution,  its  use,  its  conservation.  The  more  you 
know  about  these  things,  the  more  valuable  you  will  be,  and  the  greater  will  be  your  service  to  humanity.  We 
urge  you  to  pursue  those  studies  which  deal  with  food  and  to  train  yourselves  for  real  leadership."  That 
Piedmont  College  might  be  better  prepared  to  meet  this  situation  by  training  young  women  for  this  "real  lead- 
ership," another  instructor  has  been  added  to  the  Home  Economies  faculty,  which  now  consists  of  four  full- 
time  teachers  and  one  half-time  teacher. 

For  the  year  1918-19,  three  courses,  in  addition  to  the  usual  ones  in  Domestic  Art  and  Domestic  Science, 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching,  Domestic  Art  and  Science,  Household  Chemistry,  Basketry  and  Millinery, 
will  be  offered:  (1)  Food  and  the  War;  (2)  Food  and  Nutrition  in  Relation  to  the  War;  (3)  Laboratory 
Work  in  Use  and  Conservation  of  Foods.  The  courses  will  receive  College  credit  and  upon  their  completion 
a  special  certificate  from  the  Food  Administration  will  be  awarded. 

The  Home  Economics  laboratories  are  well  lighted  and  admirably  located  and  arranged.  They  have  been 
repeatedly  pronounced  among  the  best  equipped  of  any  in  the  State. 

COMMERCIAL  COURSES 

The  purpose  of  the  Commercial  Department  is  to  oft'er  thorough  instruction  in  the  fundamental  principles 
of  business  transactions,  and  to  develop  intelligent  and  efficient  stenographers,  bookkeepers  and  office  helpers. 
This  special  work  demands  a  preliminary  training  equivalent  to  that  represented  by  the  average  high  school 
education.  These  standards  enable  the  Department  to  do  a  grade  of  work  which,  in  many  respects,  is  superior  to 
that  offered  by  the  usual  "business  college."  The  constantly  increasing  demand  for  trained  office  assistants 
insures  a  good  position  and  salary  for  those  who  can  qualify. 
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PIANOFORTE,  VOICE,  VIOLIN 

The  Department  of  Music  has  been  brought  to  a  high  standard.  It  is  in  charge  of  thoroughly  trained  in- 
structors who  have  had  years  of  successful  teaching  experience.  The  director  of  the  department,  Miss  S.  P. 
Spencer,  is  from  the  New  England  Conservatory  and  has  studied  extensively  under  Whitney,  Hayes,  Haslam  of 
New  York  and  Paris,  Southwick,  Denne,  Marble,  Preseott  and  others.  Miss  Spencer  also  brings  to  Piedmont 
the  fruits  of  years  of  Church  and  Concert  work.  Each  member  of  the  department  faculty  is  a  trained  and 
experienced  musician  and  instructor. 

Instruction  is  offered  in  Piano,  Voice,  Violin,  Ear-training,  Sight-reading,  Theory,  Harmony,  and  Musical 
History.  Student  recitals  and  concerts  are  regularly  given  in  order  to  develop  poise  in  public  appearance.  The 
student  who  elects  to  study  Music  has  the  option  of  the  regular  course  leading  to  a  degree  or  of  special  work  in 
Music  leading  to  a  Certificate. 

The  work  of  the  department  is  supplemented  by  the  Glee  Club  of  over  forty  voices.  During  the  past  year 
the  Club  has  delighted  its  audiences  with  sacred  and  secular  concert  programs. 

EXPRESSION 

The  College  announces  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Expression,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Addie  Bass.  The  instructor  brings  to  this  new  work  a  very  unusual  preparation,  having  served  for  several  years 
as  head  of  the  Department  of  English  Literature  in  Piedmont  College.  This  long  experience  in  literary  inter- 
pretation, together  with  a  careful  and  thorough  training  at  Columbia  College  of  Expression  of  Chicago,  insures 
the  popularity  and  rapid  growth  of  the  department. 

THE  PIEDMONT  ACADEMY 

Since  many  of  the  high  schools  of  the  South,  particularly  of  the  rural  sections,  do  not  offer  sufficient  units 
to  admit  to  college,  it  is  thought  best  to  maintain  a  preparatory  department,  the  Piedmont  Academy.  Piedmont 
College  and  Piedmont  Academy  have,  however,  separate  faculties  and  distinct  systems  of  recitations. 
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The  Piedmont  Academy  is  a  standard  fifteen  unit  high  school  and  courses  of  study  are  available  which  will 
permit  a  student  to  enter  Piedmont  College  or  any  other  college  or  technical  school  in  the  South  without  exami- 
nation. Special  classes  in  Sewing  and  Cooking  for  the  Academy  girls  are  organized.  The  courses  of  the  De- 
partment of  Music  are  open  to  all  students.  The  Academy  offers  unusual  advantages,  and  it  has  been  rated  by 
school  officials  as  "one  of  the  best  preparatory  schools  in  the  State." 

EXPENSES 

Piedmont  College  is  distinctly  an  educational  institution.  The  spirit  of  commercialism  in  no  sense  enters 
into  its  administrative  policy.  The  exceptionally  low  prices  are  due  to  the  fact  that  Piedmont  uses  annually  an 
income  equal  to  the  income  from  a  million  dollars,  besides  the  tuition  paid  by  the  students.  The  College  farm, 
a  cannery,  and  a  dairy  enable  the  College  to  give  good,  abundant,  wholesome  board  at  a  minimum  cost. 

Tuition,  including  entrance  fee,  in  the  College  is  $38.00  for  the  college  year.  In  the  Piedmont  Academy  it 
is  $29.00.     Board  in  the  College  Commons,  including  room-rent,  steam-heat,  and  electric  light,  is  $135.00. 

The  maximum  necessary  expense,  therefore,  is  $173.00  in  the  College.  It  is  $164.00  in  the  Academy.  For 
young  ladies  who  wish  to  render  an  hour  a  day  of  domestic  service,  the  maximum  necessary  expense  for  the  year 
is  $159.50  in  the  College,  or  $150.50  in  the  Academy.  One-sixth  of  the  total  charge  must  be  paid  in  advance 
every  six  weeks.
